John Wanamaker Offers to Testify Again

PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—The Bardsley 


investigating committee resumed it3 sit- 
tings yesterday; and examined a namber 
of witnesses.'

He said that he knew nothing of the two 
certificates of stock which stood in his 
name beyond the fact that he remembered 
sighing'the transfer at Wimam.iker's re-i 
quest. Rankin, in whose name some of 
the"certificates were transferred, he said, 
was a yonth employed in Wanamaker's 
office at one., time, but he had not seen him 
for two or three years. . 


A CRUSAgE AGAINST GUAY. 


Philadelphia Merchants and Preacher* 


Start a Hostile Movement. 


i'JUADELPHIA, June 30.—An address to 


the citizens of Pennsylvania was issued 
yesterday, signed by 150 business and pro- 
fessional men, all of whom are Republic- 
ans, claiming to point out the causes of 
the "degradation of public affairs" in the 
state and the necessary steps towards im- 
provement. Senator Quay's management 
of the,Repnblican machine is alleged to b* 
corrupt and in strong contrast to the 
rank and file of the party. Quay is held 
responsible for the overwhelming disaster 
the party met with last fall. His liouten- 
J"drtiti".j1'° legislature are charged with" 
committing a political blunder' by hostil- 
ity to the ballot reform bill, in violation 
of the pledges of the party. 


Demand* Qaay'a Retirement. 


"These things have found a fitting cul- 


mination in the robbery of the city and 
state treasury. As the party will soon be 
called upon to nominate a state and city 
treasurer and attorney general, the nomi- 
nations must bs given to honest men or 
the party will meet with another defeat. 
In the presence^ these facts Pennsylvania 
Republicans must not hesitate as to their 
duty, or be in doubt as to their course. It 
is a crisis, and it can only be met by the 
retirement of Mr. Quay. More competent 
aad worthy leadership is necessary, and 
an unflinching demand must be made for 
the retirement of these men from the 
peaces which they have disgraced." Many 
ot* the professional men signing the docu- 
ment are clergymen.

THE SITUATION GROWING SERIOUS. 


Colonel Balnea Telegraphs to Seattle for 


More 
Troops — Three Companies ol 


Militia Now Camped Between .the Im- 
ported Negroes ami the Strikers—Ijoril- 
lard Closes His Big Tobacco Factory in 
Jersey City. 
SEATTLE, Wash., June 30.—Matters at 


the Franklin coal mines have assumed a 
still more threatening form, and Colonel 
J. C. Haines has wired to this city foi 
another company of militia to report at- 
once and to bring ammunition, camp 
equipage, and rations for a week's service. 
Porter Robinson, one of the mine bosses, 
was brought to the city by a military 
guard, charged with killing Tom Morris 
and Ed J. Williams, leaders of Sunday's 
riot. The first authentic information con 
cerning the riot was receiveda'Tom Frank- 
lin. At least 1,000 shots *v^sS' fired during 
the riot, which lasted about thirty mm- 
,utes and resulted in the death of Tom 
Morris, a white striker, who was killed 
instantly; Edward J. Williams, who waa 
shot through the abdomen and died six 
hours later, and the wounding of foui 
strikers, two women and one colored 
guard. 


Fired Upon from Ambnslt. 


The trouble commenced with the return 


of the train at 7:40 p. m. from-New Gas 
tie, which contained a number of Pinker- 
ton men who had escorted a load of ne- 
groes to the latter mining camp. The 
.guards say that when the train was pull- 
ing into Franklin it was fired upon by 
'some of the white miners in ambush, and 
that while no one was hurt bullets 
whistled through the windows of the 
train at a lively rate. The guards re 
turned the fire from the windows, and the 
engineer seeing the danger put the train 
:tinder full head and ran it to the depot. 
Which is inside the dead line. When the 
train had stopped the white miners com- 
menced firing upon the negroes' camp. 
They were between two fires, as the out- 
ride miners were situated on the flats be 
low and on the hill above them. 


Answered Shot.for Shot. 


The negroes went perfectly wild, and 


all the efforts of the guards could not re- 
strain them. They kept,within the camp 
lines and poured volley after volley upon 
the miners on-the fiats, who replied with 
equally as much vigor. The miners on 
the bills kept up a good fire, but were an 
swered shot for shot by the negroes. 
After the shooting intense excitement 
prevailed- among the negroes and they 
gathered about their camp in groups 
•^threatening to make another charge upon 
fiie white miners. They were finally 
quieted by the officers of the company. 
During the day the excitement bad been 
high, but three companies of militia are 
camped between the strikers and the 
negroes. 
» 


FOUR THOUSAND IDLE. 


Z.oril!ard'K Hig; Tobacco Factory in tFersc; 


City Shut Down. 


NEW YORK, June 30.— P. Lorillnrd. & 


.Co. 's big tobacco factory in Jersey- City 
shut down and 4,000 hands are out of em- 
ployment. Some of the employes say the 
lockout is due to a strike in - one of the 
departments. The members of the firm 
deny that there is any strike and declare 
that the factory is closed for the purpose 
of taking the semi-annual account oi 
stock. Dr. Leonard J. Gordon, the chem- 
ist of the factory, told a reporter that 
several boys in the dipping department 
had begun a small-sized strike, but it bad 
nothing whatever to rlo with the closing 
of the factory. 
The small-sized strike 


took place last week Monday. 
Twelve 


boys employed in the dipping department 
asked for an advance of 50 cents a week 
in their wages. The demand was refused. 
and the boys quit work. ~ 


Struck the Second Time. . 


A number of Poles were put to work in 


the places of the strikers, but they did 
not give satisfaction and the boys were 
taken back and their demands acceded 
to. The Poles were kept at work with 
the boys. This resulted in auother strike. 
The boys wonld not work with Poles. 
and when the firm refused to discharge 
them the lads went out. They are still 
out. 
The tobacco, before it can be used 


in the other departments, must first pass 
through the dipping room. Several de- 
partments, in consequence of the strike of 
the "dippers," had to be shut down. The 
fear of a general strike is said to be the 
reason for the closing of the factory and 
the taking of stock. 


Will Throw 300 Out. of Work. 


BLOOMINGTOS, Ills., June 30.— The Mc- 


Lean County Coal company, which holds 
the Bloomiugton trade exclusively and 
gives employment to 300 persons, will 
cease operations July 1 for an indefinite 
period. This step is taken because of the 
new law which goes into effect on that 
date and which provides that all coal shall 
be weighed before it is screened. 


The Majority Remained Oat. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 
30. — Dobson'a 


plush mills were started up Tuesday and 
fifty-eight weavers resumed work. The 
number, returning to work is small when 
compared with the 468 weavers who went 
out. Others, however, are expected to 
return to work soon. The strikers held a 
meeting and resolved to remain out until 
their original object is secured. 


Suspended Operation*.* 


HUNTINGDON, Pa., June 30.— The Hunt 


lugdon Manufacturing company, con- 
trolled by the Iron Car Equipment com- 
pany of New York, has indefinitely sus- 
pended operations. Three hundred men 
are thrown out of employment. It is ru- 
mored that the plant will be removed to 
Tennessee. 


A Murderer Safe for Three 


TuisTON, N. J., Jane 30.— Edward A. 


Hallinger, colored Jersey City murderer 
sentenced 
to be hanged was denied 


a writ of habeas corpus in the United 
State district court Monday. His coun- 
sel will at once appeal to the supreme 
court of the United States. This acts as a 
stay of execution, and the case may not be 
decided for three years.

About ten days ago a burglar stole from 
Mrs. George Morganroth's bed-room, at 
4213 Calumet avenue, four diampnxi rings 
valued at $800. .Yesterday MrS.-Morgan- 
roth received a note dated "Saturday, 2 
p.m.," and signed "Yours in Distress," 
which read as follows: "If you wish to 
secure the gems and diamonds you'have 
lost, wear a shawl over your head and 
carry a white handkerchief in your left 
hand so that I can recognize you, and meet 
me at 8:30 this evening at the coner of 
Sangamon and Monroe streets. 
Bring 


$300 with you. If you do not I can easily 
sell the diamonds for that amount. Do 
not attempt to notify the police, as I will 
have one man to watch you from the time 
you leave your house and two men will 
watch you at the corner of Sangamon and 
Monroe. 


Made Another Appointment. 


Of course Mrs. Morganroth could not 


keep that appointment. 
Yesterday after- 


noon she received anothnr note from 
"Yours in Distress." It was dated "Sun- 
day, 11:50 a. m.," and read: "As 1 did not 
get the note I wrote you Saturday in the 
mail early enough for Saturday's delivery, 
I will make the time of meeting Monday 
eve at the same time (8:30) and the same 
place." But the police had already been 
informed of the robbery and Detectives 
Costello and«Oarrac. of the Central sta- 
tion, were detailed on the case. Mrs. Mor- 
ganroth placed the mysterious letters in 
the officers' hands. To throw her watchers 
off the track, she drove in a cab to her 
brother-in-law's trunk store at 1S7 State 
street, yesterday afternoon, and there met 
the two detectives. -The officers arranged 
the plan. 


Hatched a Little Scheme. 


Mrs. Morganroth should drive in a cab 


alone to Sangamon and Monroe streets to 
meet the thief at 8:30. The officers would 
be in hiding in the vicinity and arrest the 
thief the moment he approached-her, Mrs: 
Morganroth, who is a small brunette of 
delicate build, was fearful that the thief 
or thieves might shoot her when the of- 
ficers came out of biding, but after much 
persuation she consented to carry out her 
part of the programme if J. H. Morgan- 
roth, her brother-in-law, could ride with 
her in the cab. An hour before the ap- 
pointed time, Detecti%-es Costcllo and Dar- 
rac and Mr. Childs, a brother of Mrs. Mor- 
gunroth, were in hiding in ex-Alderman 
Harris' house, at the southwest corner of 
Sangafnon anil Mouroe streets.

The Jury Out An Hoar Iiatl 38 MlnateB— 
QThe People Osncrally Satisfied — The 


Pilnoncr's Mother in thp Court Room— 
The tljsing Arguments of the Attorneys. 
The Seass trial at Sullivan ended yester- 


day when the jury after being out an hour 
and 88 minutes, returned with a verdict of 
not guilty. The trial has been one of the 
shoetest on record, only six days being con- 
sumed in getting the jury, hearing the evi- 
dence and making the saeectes. There 
were no technical objections 
whatever 


made to keep the case from being tiled this 
term o£ court, as is the case in most trials 
of this kind. John Glorious was shot by 
Lucas Seass the 23d day of last February 
and at the regular May term of court the 
case was ready for trial. 


The verdict seems to meet public ap- 


proval. The mother of the prisoner was 
overcome with emotion when the jury re- 
turned their verdict. She was led from the 
room to the court housa yard, where she 
waited for her eon Lucas who came down 
from the court room after he had received 
the congratulations of his attorneys. The 
meeting was affecting. 


There were five speeches made, occupy- 


ing from .Saturday at 11 o'clock till noon of 
yesterday. J. JK. Jennings, I. A. Bucking- 
ham and W. G. Cochran spoke for the 
prosecution, aud John K. Eden and Horace 
S. Clark for the defease. 


Hon. W. G. Cochran followed Hon. John 


R. Eden. He epjke for about two hours 
and was listened to attentively both by 
audience and jury. He was followed by 
Hon. H. S. Clark who spoke in substance 
as follows: '-The law of self defense is 
planted by God in every man, animal and 
insect for bodily protection. Even the 
coroner's jury did not find Lucas Seass 
guilty of murder or issue a warrant for his 
arrest. We do not ask for mercy. A man 
has no right to take life for a blow, but he 
has the right to use all power to control it. 
Seass backs off from Glorious, lie is caught, 
a terrible grasp is on his throat, be reaches 
for his revolver, there is a struggle and the 
revolver is discharged. You see Seass in- 
sulted and caught by the throat and 
choked 
almost 
to 
death.

it not to me, tell it to yourself as honest 
men. did Seass resent the insult or increase 
the anger when he cried "Hold on." 


I. A. Buckingham followed in sub- 


stance: There was no evidence to show 
that Lucas Ssass was choked down. He 
claims the shooting was accidental, but his 


Three Months in the Yenr that They 


Want 8 Winter Resort. 


For the last two weeks boys with long 


strings of dead English sparrows have 
been going about the streets hunting for 
somebody who is to pay two cents apiece 
for the birds. There is an indefinite im- 
pression in everybo3y's mind that such a 
bounty has been authorized by the legisla 
tare, but few know exactly how the money 
is to be paid, and all the city and town 
officials know that they have no authority 
to buy the scalps of sparrows, aud so turn 
the boys away. . They look on all these 
officials with considerable suspicion, and 
will not be convinced that the officials are 
running some kind of a game on them, 
for the exclusive benifit 01 the officials. 


The act was passed by the legislature, 


and became a law without the governor's 
signature. It was prepared by senator 
Newell, of Wood ford county, and islikely to 
make this state an uncomfortable winter 
resort for the cheerful little sparrow. 


The bill introduced by Senator Newt II 


provides in See. 1 that every inhabitant of 
the state who shall kili an English sparrow 
during the months December. January, 
and February shall be entitled to receive a 
bounty of two cents for each sparrow 
killed. Sec. 2 provides that the applicant 
for bounty shall carry the heads of his vic- 
tims to the city or township clerks, if satis- 
fied that the heads are really those of spar- 
rows, shall Issue certificates of the amount 
of bounty to the claimant. Then the per- 
son with the certificate takes it to the 
county clerk, who draws a warrant on the 
county treasurer. 


Sec, '3 is devoted to the protection of 


birds other than the sparrow who feel (lib- 
posed to linger around Chicago during the 
winter months, and provides that any per- 
son applying for bounty on the heads of 
other birds shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and fined 85 for each head. 
And another section provides that any 
clerk who knowingly issues a certificate for 
the killing of any other bird shlll be lined 
$10. To protect the clerks against the 
imposition of scalp-hunters sec 5 makes it 
the duty of the director of the State Lab- 
oratory of Naturnl History to prepare as 
soon after the act shall take effect as
